Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination (I) as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination (II) as claimed for patentability, 
and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant cases: 

The combination (a method of transferring data for printing) as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination (II) as claimed for patentability because: 
The specific in the subcombination claim 31 recites, for example, the printing device, 
wherein the memory storing a copy of the mask in non-volatile memory is not in 
c omput er for example claim 24.
